Rockefeller told a news con- 


ference that he still thought the 
need for new revenue was a 
pressing problem. 


The governor said he was not 


ready to be specific about tax 
proposals at this time, but he 
noted that there had been no in- 
crease 
in the state sales 


tax and the income lax since 
1957, the two big sources of tax 
revenue. 


Rockefeller campaigned for 


re-election in 1968 on the need 
for raising more money by ad- 
ditional taxation. He proposed a 
$95 million tax program to the 
legislature in 1969 and the Gen- 
eral Assembly gave him about 
$25 million of his package. 


Rockefeller, holding the news 


conference shortly after the po- 
litical filing deadline, said the 
entrance of Negro R. J. Hamp- 
ton into the Republican primary 
would add more meaning to the 
primary. 


"The Republican party has 


welcomed the Negro," Rocke- 
feller said. "The Negro has felt 
that he could participate in pol- 
itics in the Republican party 
and be welcome. It's perfectly 
appropriate that a Negro would 
run 
in 
the 
Republican pri- 


mary." 


Rockefeller said without elab- 


oration that he had heard ru- 
mors that Democrats had en- 
couraged Hampton to run. 


He noted that no black had 


filed in the Democratic pri- 
mary, which has a field of eight 
candidates. 


The governor declined com- 


ment on the Democratic field, 
although he repeated that he 
would "relish" a race against 
former Gov. Orval E. Faubus, 
one of the eight candidates. 


Rockefeller said a feature of 


his campaign would be promo- 
tion of the proposed new state 
constitution, which he called 
"one of the most 
important 


things that will vbe on the ballot

House Turns 
Down Nixon 
Postal Bill

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


postal reform-pay boost pack- 
age backed by President Nbcon 
and the postal unions has been 
tentatively 
rejected 
by 
the 


House in favor of its own more 
limited version. 


The House Tuesday refused 


on a 219-139 vote to substitute 
the reform-pay package nego- 
tiated by the Nixon administra- 
tion and most postal unions for 
one forged by the House Post 
Office Committee. 


But the House bill also faces 


attempts at heavy revision and 
there is cloakroom talk of pass- 
ing an 8 per cent pay raise for 
mailmen without postal reform 
at the risk of a presidential 
veto. 


Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., 


contended the House bill was 
unacceptable 
and 
urged 
the 


House to take up the package 
negotiated by the administra- 
tion and postal unions in the 
wake of the nation's first mail 
strike last March. 


"If you vote no on this," Udall 


said, 
"you're voting against 


(AFL-CIO President) 
George 


Meany, the AFL-CIO unions and 
the President 
of the United 


States and 
saying 
'No, you 


shouldn't have a vote on your 
package.'" 


A key difference in the com- 


mittee bill would make the pay 
boost for mailmen retroactive to 
April 18, while the administra- 
tion package 
called 
for 
the 


raises to be effective upon pas- 
sage. Also, the committee ver- 
sion provides for easier congres- 
sional vetoes of future postal 
rate increases. 


The bill would turn the mails 


—controlled by Congress for 181 
years—over to an independent 
U.S. 
Postal Service with corpo- 


rate powers to put them on a 
self-paying basis by 1978. 


The postal service would set 


its own mail rates subject to 
congressional 
veto, 
negotiate 


pay and working conditions with 
postal unions and sell bonds to 
finance modernization and con- 
struction. 


The 8 per cent pay boost is ex- 


pected to cost $538.2 million for 
the full fiscal year starting July 
1 plus $107.6 million for the ret- 
roactive pay to April 18.

The Controversy: The major 


House fights are over potential 
compulsory union membership 
for mailmen, and the retroac- 
tive pay. 


The Prospects: The House is 


expected to pass the bill rather 
than risk another nationwide 
mail strike threatened for next 
week but there is room for a 
surprise defeat. A filibuster is 
threatened in the Senate but ap- 
proval is expected there also. 


Background: President Nixon 


originally wanted creation of a 
postal corporation to wipe out 
mail deficits of up to $1.2 billion 
a year but that met heavy oppo- 
sition in Congress. Creation of 
the U.S. Postal Service within 
the government—tied to the 8 
per cent pay boost—was nego- 
tiated by the administration and 
postal unions after the mail 
strike in March and is support- 
ed by the President. 


Hippies Quiet

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Four 


hippie-type clan members who 
disrupted proceedings at pre- 
trial hearings became models of 
decorum at the opening of their 
trial on charges of murdering 
actress Sharon Tate arid six oth- 
ers. 


Shaggy-haired Charles Man- 


son and three women followers 
in gaily colored dresses watched 
quietly Tuesday as jury selec- 
tion began. All rose \vhen asked 
to face the 60 prospective jurors 
who filed into the spectator sec- 
tion of the courtroom. 


The defendants were impas- 


sive as the judge read each 
count of the murder-conspiracy 
charges against them. 


The three women, their long 


hair falling over their shoulders, 
giggled and smiled at friends in 
the spectator section. They are 
Susan Atkins, 21, Patricia Kren- 
winkel, 22, and Leslie Van Hou- 
ten, 20, one-time members of a 
roving communal "family" led 
by Manson, 35, known by mem- 
bers as "God" and "Christ." 


The four, who were ejected 


from court last week for refus- 


ing to sit down and obey rules, 
followed their attorneys obe- 
diently into the chambers of Su- 
perior Court Judge Charles Old- 
er for private questioning of 
prospective jurors. 


The first day of jury selection 


indicated a lengthy search for 
12 persons who will meet all 
qualifications and be able to 
stay away from home and work 
for the trial which is expected to 
last six months. The judge has 
ordered the jury sequestered in 
a hotel for the duration of the 
trial. 


All nine prospective jurors 


questioned Tuesday were ex- 
cused. 


Seven said they would suffer 


personal hardship if locked up 
for six months. They cited busi- 
ness obligations, family respon- 
sibilities and vacation plans. 


Two men were excused when 


they said they would not impose 
the death penalty. 


Miss Tate, pregnant blonde 


wife of film director Roman Po- 
lanski, was found stabbed to 
death at her home last Aug. 9, 
amid hoods, ropes and bloody 
scrawlings. Dead with her, of 
gunshot and knife wounds, were 
four visitors. 


Two wealthy market owners, 


Mr. and Mrs. Leno LaBianca, 
were found similarly slain the 
next night.

A differing view came from

open champion 
Orville 


Moody. 


"I plan to get around in 67 at 


least once or twice," said the 
former Army sergeant who ex- 
ploded into golf headlines with 
his title at Houston last year. 
"It's 
my type of layout, fairly 


long and fairly tough." 


The scenic course, carved out 


of rolling Minnesota woodlands, 
offers a network of 10 long dog 
legs, narrow and treelined fair- 
ways and giant, rolling putting 
surfaces. There's plenty of wa- 
ter and sand. 


Jack 
Nicklaus, 
a two-time 


Open champion, has said the 
course lacks definition because 
of the many blind landing areas 
on wood shots. Arnold Palmer 
was not impressed by the four 
par 
5s, 
the 
longest 
which 


stretches 592 yards. 


But Palmer said he likes the 


course because "the other holes 
are exciting." 


While they wait for the mys- 


tery to be solved, host profes- 
sional Don Waryan took great 
enjoyment in the pretournament 
guesswork. 


"I have to say Billy Casper, 


Lee Trevino and Gary Player 
are the favorites the way, they 
have been going," said Waryan, 
who probably knows the course 
better than anyone. He has been 
its only pro since it was built in 
1962. 


"And you might even consider 


Lou 
Graham, 
who won 
the 


Minnesota Classic here three 
years ago," said Waryan. 


Graham shot a two-under par 


72-hole total of 286 to win the 
Classic in a field which did not 
include the Palmers, Players or 
Nicklauses. 


The big name pros are pred- 


icting scores of 280 to 290 will 
win the prestigious Open cham- 
pionship worth $30,000 in prize 
money and perhaps $1 million in 
endorsements. 


"The most fun in any tourna- 


ment is picking the final score," 
said Waryan. "I'd have to say 
285 will win it. If the wind swirls 
up and the course doesn't dry 
out, it might go to 288 or high- 
er." 


A series of thunderstorms the 


past week left the course soggy 
and 
the weather muggy. But 


only a slight chance of rain is 
expected for the first round. 


Waryan predicts the most 


dramatic action on dogleg holes 
1, 6, 10, n, and two of the four 
par 3s, 4 and the 214-yard 16. 


The Hazeltine pro calls No. 


6-a dogleg left leading through 
woods to a tricky green guarded 
by water—the most difficult on 
the course but says "the tourna- 
ment can be won or lost" on 17. 
This slight dogleg right travels 
through a narrow neck of trees 
to a green surrounded by water 
and sand.

amateurs begins play at 9 a.m.

Day Core 
Regulations 
Explained 


Prior to the passage of Act 434 


in 1969 there was no law in 
Arkansas requiring a license for 
day care facilities. Within recent 
years as more mothers of young 
children entered the labor force, 
the need for child care facilities 
has increased. Many very poor 
facilities have sprung up. 
As 


conditions worsened it became 
evident that some kind of law 
was necessary for the protection 
of our children. Many children 
were left during the day in 
crowded, insanitary and unsafe 
places and some unattended. 


Under Act 434: A. It shall be 


unlawful to operate or assist in 
the operation of any "child care 
facility" not licensed by the State 
Dept. of Public Welfare, herein 
after referred to as the "Welfare 
Dept," after Sept. 1, 1970. 
(Section 4-B of Act 434). 


B. The Welfare Dept. 


shall promulgate and publish 
rules and regulations setting 
minimum standards governing 
and grading, revocation, refusal 
and supervision of license for a 
child care facility. (S.ection 4-A 
of Act 434). 


C. The Welfare Dept. 


will adopt rules and regulations 
assuring the proper cae of 
children in a child care facility 
(Section 4-B of Act 434). 


The Welfare Dept. has now set 


up minimum standards which 
apply to all day care facilities. 
There are three main types of 
day care facilities according to 
Mrs. Kathelene Blythe, area day 
care center which is set up for 
children in the 3-6 age group. 
These children remain in the 
facility for 5 hours or more of a 
24-hour day. The day care 
family 
home 
is especially 


suitable for infants and toddlers 
and includes the children who 
need after-school care. 
The 


number of children in day care 
family homes is limited to 6. The 
third type of facility is a group

Mayor of 
Newark, NJ. 


NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - Ken- 


neth A. Gibson, a 38-year-old 
civil engineer, has been elected 
as the first Negro mayor of a 
major Northeastern city, defeat- 
ing an incumbent accused of 
corruption in office. 


A runoff 
election 
Tuesday 


gave Gibson victory by 54,892 
votes to 43,339 for Mayor Hugh 
J. Addonizio, 56, who held the 
office for eight years and ran 
for another term while standing 
trial on federal charges. 


After 
Gibson was declared 


winner, hundreds of Negroes 
paraded the main street of this 
racially divided city, New Jer- 
sey's largest, some shouting 
"Power to the people!" and 
waving clenched fists in a Black 
Power salute. 


Gibson, pledging to work for 


an end to chronic black-white 
confrontations, 
declared: "We 


must begin to reconcile this

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


double-barreled bill designed to 
lower the voting age to 18 and 
continue legislation protecting 
black voters in the South headed 
toward final Mouse action today 
with Democratic leaders confU 
dent of victory.

vides a nationwide ban on liter* 
acy tests and establishment of a 
uniform residency requirement 
for presidential election voting. 


The opposition was led by 


GOP Leader Gerald R. Ford, 
who sought to send the measure 
back to a House-Senate confer- 
ence where he hoped the voting 
age reduction, which he said 
was unconstitutional, could be 
deleted. 


The possibility of a veto has 


been hinted at by some oppo- 
nents of the bill, but most Dem- 
ocrats regard it as unlikely. 


The bill extends the right to 


vote to all persons 18 years old 
or older in all elections after 
Jan. 1, 1971. It provides for a 
prompt Supreme Court test to 
decide its constitutionality. 


At present, only four states 


permit voting by persons under

"Farmers should not certify 


until they have their program 
crops in, their diverted acreage 
in good shape and enough con- 
serving base acres- -and they 
know beyond question the exact 
measurement of their program 
crops and diversions acres," Mr. 
Gilbert said. 


The Chairman added, "I can't 


overemphasize that program 
participants must certify their 
acreages accurately, 


"If a producer makes a 


mistake, he can lose some or all 
of his payments. And he has no 
leeway for correcting mistakes 
after he has certified his acreage 
and applied for payment. Spot 
checks can be made at any time 
after certification. 
The farm 


program this year includes early 
certification, early payments, 
and early spot checks."

Negro in 
Field for 
Governor 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sixty 


six Republicans, including 12 
NegfOes', had filed for state and 
district offices by the time the 
filing deadline passed at noon 
Tuesday. 


The OOP will have four can- 


didates for governor, two for 
lieutenant governor, two for 
secretary of state, 11 for the 
Arkansas Senate, 43 for the 
Mouse, two for circuit judge 
and two for prosecutor. 


One black seeks a seat in the 


state Senate, 10 more are run^ 
ning for the Mouse and another, 
the Rev. R. J. Hampton of 
North Little Rock, is among 
the gubernatorial candidates. 


No Negro filed for state or 


district office as a Democrat. 


Neal Sox Johnson, executive 


director of the state GOP, said 
after the ticket closed, "It's a 
glorious day for the Republican 
party." 


Johnson said he stands behind 


his recent prediction that at 
lease 20 Republicans will win 
legislative seats. 


The 13 candidates for gover- 


nor, including the four Repub- 
licans, eight Democrats 
and 


Walter L. Carruth of the Amer- 
ican Party of Arkansas, repre- 
sent a record field. 


The previous record was nine 


in 1948 and in 1966. In 1948, all 
gubernatorial candidates were 
Democrats. In 1966, seven Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans 
ran. 


Mrs. Jean Starnes, 48, a Lit- 


tle Rock housewife, tried to 
join the gubernatorial conting- 
ent shortly before the filing 
deadline as an American party 
candidate. 


Mrs. Starnes said she had the 


$2,500 American party filing 
fee, but that there was no APA 
representative at the Capitol to 
accept it and qualify her to Sec- 
retary of State Kelly Bryant as 
a candidate. 


John Norman 
Warnock of 


Camden, APA candidate for at- 
torney 
general, talked 
with 


Mrs. Starnes, but he said he 
had no authority to accept her 
filing fee. 


Mrs. Starnes later told news- 


men that it was "un-American" 
that she could not file.,

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon 
administration, probing 


for a break in the Mideast cri- 
sis, is considering a direct new 
approach to Egypt parallel with 
renewed Soviet-U.S. talks on de- 
veloping an Arab-Israeli peace 
formula. 


Such a step is being consid- 


ered as part of a U.S. program 
which is expected to provide a 
pledge to Israel of additional jet 
planes to offset 
recently In- 


creased Soviet military help to 
Egypt. 


Some highly placed officials 


are represented as hopeful the 
intensity of the present Middle 
East crisis may open up newop- 
portunities for peace negotia- 
tions. 


Others, remembering the fail- 


ure 
of prolonged U.S.-Soviet 


talks last year, are skeptical. 


President 
Nixon has yet to 


make a final decision on exactly 
•what 
the diplomatic-military 


package will contain. His con- 
clusions, 
first expected this 


week, may now not be complet- 
ed until next week.

cougar clawed a woman who 
was out for a hike in a Canadian 
national park, but the Calgary 
woman gently talked the big cat 
out of renewing the attack, she 
said. 


Daphne Smith said she was 


hiking Sunday in the Kootenay

and clawing four deep gashes in 
her left forearm. 


"I knew I had to get up

I talked as you would to a 
pet cat and began to back off 
slowly." 


Miss Smith, a middle-aged of- 


fice worker, said she believed 


the animal was a female. 


At first the cougar "snarled at 


the least movement," but after

move," Miss Smith said. 


"I got my raincoat on, slowly, 


because I didn't want her to 
smell the blood. After I had 
talked to her for about half an 
hour, she seemed a little more 
passive. I backed off and she 
came 
forward, 
smelled 
the 


blood and then just lay down 
... but she kept her eyes on me 
all the time." 


Then Miss Smith heard her 


companions in the woods and 
called for help, softly at first, 
then louder. When they heard 
her, they started blowing whis- 
tles and the cat ran off. 


"I ran like hell," Miss Smith 


said.

LONDON (AP) — James Har- 


old Wilson, the youngest British 
prime minister of the 20th cen- 
tury, apparently stands on the 
threshold of a political achieve- 
ment that eluded the greatest of 
his predecessors—election to an 
unprecedented 
third 
straight 


term. 


All public opinion polls indi- 


cate Wilson's Labor government 
will coast back into office in 
Thursday's general election of a 
new House of Commons. The 
Marplan poll, in the Times of 
London today, gave Labor an 
8.7 pers, cent margin over the 
Conserlltivl^and • predicted a 
majority of up to 150 seats in 
the new House of Commons. But 
the Harris poll in the Daily Ex- 
press cut Labor's lead to 2 per 
cent, from 7 per cent a week 
ago. 


Should Wilson win and serve a 


full five-year term, he will hold 
the nation's highest office for 10 
years, two years longer than Sir 
Winston Churchill and longer 
than any British prime minister 
since Sir Robert Walpole 200 
years ago. 


Conservative Stanley Baldwin 


served five times and Churchill, 
another Tory, three times. But 
each lost elections in between 
terms. 


For 
Wilson, the 
expected 


triumph is all the more remark- 
able because of the depths to 
which his prestige sank after he 
devalued the pound in Novem- 
ber, 1967, and applied unpopular 
wage freezes, credit squeezes 
and tax boosts.

NEW YORK (AP) - "I have 


a theory that if anything is 
much fun it doesn't do you much 
good," 
said Charlton Heston 


The 6-foot-2 actor, conscien- 


tious in everything he does, at 
45 still methodically runs two 
miles a day to keep In perfect 
physical condition. 


"I don't jog — I run," he em- 


phasized. 


For a man with his stature in 


filmdon and record of public ac- 
tivity, Heston — who likes tp be 
called Chuck—keeps a rare and 
unbreakable aura of privacy. 
No one meeting him for the first 
time feels like slapping him on 
the back or telling him a funny 
story. 


"1 have a more sober public 


image than probably reflects 
the truth," he admitted. "But I 
do try to keep my private life 
private, and don't go out much, 


creates the picture of a 
square guy. 


"Well, I do take very serious- 


ly what I take to be my duty." 


Since he played Santa Ciaus 


in a school pageant at the age of 
&, chuck has portrayed with au- 
thority many 
larger-than-life 


figures. Besides acting as the 
offscreen voice of God, he has 
appeared as three presidents, 
several military heroes and two 


geniuses —Moses and Michelan- 
gelo. 


About a third of his 37 filmes 


—the latest is "The Hawaiians" 
— have been multimillion-dollar 
epics. He starred in two of the 
top 10 moneymakers in Holly- 
wood history—"Ben-Hur" and 
"The 
Ten 
Commandments." 


Others that rang the cash regis- 
ter in memorable manner in- 
clude "El Cid," "Planet of the 
Apes," and "The Greatest Show 
on Earth." 


"To me life is a challenge, 


and I hope it always will be," he 
said. 


In his restless acceptance of 


those challenges, Heston has 
won an Oscar and five foreign 
acting awards. He has twice 
been to Vietnam to entertain the 
troops, made four goodwill trips 
abroad for the U.S. State De- 
partment, served three terms as 
president of the Screen Actors 
Guild, and been an active fight- 
er for civil rights.

But Tarr conceded, in ques- 


tioning, college students are ex- 
actly the people most likely to 
quote the philosophers and look 
up the footnotes. 


In the other case Monday, the 


Supreme Court also ruled that a 
draft board must reconsider the 
draft status of a man who offers 
pertinent new evidence support- 
ing a claim for some other clas- 
sification. 


For instance, a man with a 


student or 1-A classification can 
offer proof— as did the subject 
of the second court decision— 
that he had since developed be- 
liefs that make him a conscien- 
tious objector. 


If his evidence appears at all 


serious, the local draft board 
must consider his claim.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon announced today the 
erection of a three-way govern- 
mental barrier to spiralling in- 
flation, while promising: 


"I will not take this nation 


down the road of wage and price 
controls." 


Nixon thus gave way to in- 


creasing pressure for a policy of 
voluntary restraint on wages 
and prices. 


In 
a 
nationwide TV-radio 


broadcast on economic policy, 
he lectured business and labor 
on their responsibility to refrain 
from excessive price markups 
and wage increases. 


"The fight against inflation is 


everybody's 
business," 
the 


President said. 


He announced these actions to 


pull the reins tighter on infla- 
tion: 


1. A National Commission on 


•Productivity will be named with 
representatives from business, 
labor, government and the pub- 
lic. Its duty will be to find ways 
of increasing output per worker 
and bringing a balance between 
cost and productivity to assure 
more stable prices. 


2. Nixon directed the Council 


of Economic Advisers to pre- 
pare 
a 
periodic 
''inflation 


alert," to spotlight significant 
wage and price bulges and ana- 
lyze their inflationary impact. 


"This inflation alert will call 


attention to outstanding cases of 
price or wage increases and will 
be made public by the National 
Commission on Productivity," 
Nixon said. 


3. A Regulations and Purchas- 


ing Review Board is being set 
.up, to review federal purchasing 
procedures^ assure that they 
do not drive up costs and 
prices; and to review import 
policy to see whether supplies 
can be increased to meet rising 
consumer demand without loss 
of jobs at home. 


"This administration, by its 


spending restraint, has set the 
example in this past year; we 
believe we have now earned the 
credentials to call for similar 
restraint from business and la- 
bor to slow down inflation," 
Nixon said. 


Nixon assures the nation that 


"a peacetime economy is clear- 
ly on the way." He promised: 


"Our scheduled withdrawal of 


forces from Cambodia on June 
30 will be kept. 


"Our 
scheduled 
transition 


from a wartime economy to a 
peacetime consumer economy 
will be kept as well. 


"While our economy adapts to 


the reordering of our national 
priorities and resources, we are 
undergoing 
a 
second 
great 


change. We are trying to do 
something that has never been 
done before; to avoid a reces- 
sion while we bring a major in- 
flation to an end." 


"Now is the time" Nixon said, 


"for business at every level to 
take price actions more consist- 
ent with a stable cost of living, 
and now is the time for labor to 
structure its wage demands to 
better achieve a new stability of 
costs 
" 


Just before the 
President 


went on the air, Rep. Wright 
Patman, D-Tex., released a let- 
ter from Nixon saying he will 
use standby credit control au- 
thority voted him by Congress 
"if it appears to me that the na- 
tion's 
economic 
objectives 


would be served by so doing." 


Patman 
is chairman of the 


House Banking Committee. 


The chairman had written 


Nixon that many members of 
the committee "are deeply con- 
cerned, by the apparent inaction 
on the part of the federal gov- 
ernment in the face of a mount- 
ing economic crisis." 


Nixon replied: "I am pleased 


that you use the word 'appar- 
ent.' There are people who con- 
fuse talk with action and gim- 
mickry with a fundamental at- 
tgck on problems ... The coun- 
try does not face 'a mounting 
economic crisis.' We are going 
through a period of difficulty as 
was inevitable on.ce the 196548 
inflation was allowed to devel- 
op."

Israeli 
Strike Deep 
Into Syria

Israeli 
commandos 
made 


their first raid into Syria in 
three months Tuesday night and 
their deepest since the 1967 Mid- 
dle East war. 


A military spokesman in Tel 


Aviv said the raiders penetrated 
70 miles into the neighboring 
country, striking a bridge 40 
miles south of Damascus and 
shelling an army base 49 miles 
northeast of the capitals 


Damascus Radio 
said 
the 


raiders killed two Syrians and 
injured five. It did not mention 
the bridge but said an Israeli 
helicopter attacked an army 
camp north of Damascus while; 
•more Israel? planes orossed^iato^ 
the southern;pSct,pf the country. 
It said Syrian jets chased them 
off. 


An Israeli spokesman said the 


raids were in retaliation for "49 
acts of aggression" by Syrian 
troops and Arab guerrillas in 
the past month. He said three 
Israelis were killed and 
15 


wounded in recent Syrian at- 
tacks. 


Israel did not say how the 


commandos traveled and Syria 
made no mention of any ground. 
forces. Apparently they were 
hauled in and out by helicopter. 
A spokesman said all the raid- 
ers returned safely. 


Syria said an Israeli helicop- 


ter flew in via Lebanese air 
space near the town of Nabk, 25 
miles north of Damascus. "The

World to Treble in 
Population in 80 
Years, UN Forecasts 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 


(AP) — Unless current trends 
change the world 80 years hence 
will have three persons for ev- 
ery one now Jiving, 


That is the projection of the 


U.N. secretariat, presented in a 
background paper to help a 
committee of experts suggest 
new studies on the relationships 
between population trends and 
economic development. 


The paper says the world is 


"faced with the high probability 
that, if present trends continue, 
the inhabitants of the planet 
may outnumber ij billion as 
early as the middle of the 21st 
century". 


The estimated 1970 population 


is 3.362 billion. 


The secretariat shows what it 


means by "present trends" in 
detailed projections to the end 
of the 20th century. 


These indicate that from now 


till then the world's crude birth 
rate will fall a fourth—from 33.2 
down to 25.1 Jive births per 1,000 
people—while the crude death 
rate will fall a third—from 12.8 
to 8.1 deaths per i.QOO. Life ex- 
pectancy at birth will rise to 
66V.J years from 55^. 


That will bring the annual 


rate of worid population growth 


down from 1970's 2 per cent to 
1,7 per cent in the year 2000. 
After that, even though the 
growth rate may continue to de- 
cline, "the annual increments in 
population will continue to be* 
come larger." 


The paper says the prospect 


of U billion human beings by 
2050 may prompt reconsidera^ 
tion of the idea of stabilizing the 
world's population by somehow 
achieving a zero growth rate. 
But for the moment, it remarks, 
that Wea is highly hypothetical. 


In most developing countries, 


it says, high population growth 
"tends to increase the numbers 
of those segments of the popula* 
Won—illiterate, unskilled, agri* 
cultural, rwral and the like" 
that were characteristic of pre* 
modern societies. Thus su,ch 
growth "is conducive to perpe* 
tuating 
economic 
bueicward- 


ness, low productivity and inad* 
equate living conditions." 


"However," the paper says, 


"in view of ih§ modest achieve* 
roents of thesg programs, there 
is a growing appreciation that 
family ptening aloae csw^ 
bring ferttJHy to an adequate 
level, and tnsi economic and sa- 
cial change has to pave the way 
for fertility control."
